Public opinion is clearly bn tho 
side of the liquor trattic being re- 
stricted, 1f not prohibited altogether. 
The Seott Act appears to be making 
great headway iu the various eoun- 
ties in which it is submitted, and it 
isnow all bat certain that if the 
opinion of the whole country was 
taken it would be found to be in fa- 
vour of abolition of the traffic in 
liquor. The present pian of ascers 
taining the feeling of the country in 
regard to the question ean bardly be 
said to be satisfactory. One county re- 
jects the Scott Aot and two or three 
counties adjoining adopt it, the result 
being that liquor flourishes in one 
and is debarred in another. This is 
clearly an inconsistent fand illogical 
stateot affairs, as if it sa crime to 
sell liquor in one partof the country 
it should be a crime to sell itin all 
parts. The time is rapidly drawing 
nigk when the opinion of the country 
as a whole, and notin sections, will 
have to be taken on this subject. The 
checker board system introduced by 
the adoption of the Scott Act in 
some counties and its rejection in 
others is abserd. 

Po ieee alae 
THE SCOTT AOT. 

The advocates of the Seott Act 
are resolved that their epponents be= 
hind the beer barrels shail net be al- 
lowed to have matters all their own 
way. They have sent areund a pet- 

ition in @pposition to the one cir- 
‘culated by “he "enor interest for an 
! amendme t ott Act. At 
[present ius a . ‘pted upon a 
Majority of the votes cast being in 
itstavor. The liquor interests des- 
ires a» amendment to this section 
of the Act which will make it neces 
sary that there shall be not simply 
amajority of votes in its faver, but 
a three. fifths majority. Thisis asked 
fer on the ground that a yreat many 
veters do not take the trouble te go 
to the polls, and that a majerity in 
(the municipality (although it may 
be the majority at the polls) should 
/not have the power tu imposo a pro- 
hibitory liquor law on the whole 
municipality. The Seott Act peo-~ 
ple’s petition asks that ne amend- 
ment be made cothe Act that will 
‘render it less effective than it is now, 
jand in erder to show that they are 
in earnest they have reselved to 
petition the parliament for total pro- 
hibition of the liquor traftie. This 
may be said to be taking tne bull by 
the horns with a vengeance.
